The bodies of the 
wo were carried to San Diego, and on 
Thursday morning a military funera 
vas held at San Diego, be‘ore 
‘orwarding the remains with escort to 
Washington where interment with full 
anilitary ‘honors was made at the Great 
National Cemetery. at Arlington, on 
Tuesday, February 19th, at two p.m. 

The body guard was composed of his 
friends in ‘the Marine corps at Quan- 
dco in marine uniform while the firing 
yarty was in military khaki. 

Colonel Myers took full charge of the 
‘uneral service with Major Brainard 
ind Captain Woods in charge of all ar- 
rangements.

Classes in Cities 


But even in the cities, Home Nurs- 
ing organizers find the same “plenty 
to do.” In the city of Toronto, which | 
has carried through a much larger 
program of Red Cross work along 
this line than any other centre, Miss 
Goodman, the- organizer, reports that 
in the past four years 246 groups 
have been handled by her or her 
assistants, with a total of 4,210 girls; 
and women taking the course. So in- 
sistant indeed has become the demand 
for Home Nursing instruction that 
from 50 to 60 new classes are now 
formed each year with an average of 
a’ thousand girls in attendance, Some 
of these classes present unique and 
surprising aspects, for in the past two 
years groups of the deaf, the dumb, 
the blind as well as of Chinese or 
other foreign women speaking no 
English, have been successfully taught 
b some of Miss Goodman's devoted 
assistants. = 


The Blind and Dumb 


“One. of the most enthusiastic 
classes ever taught in Toronto”, said 
Misg Goodman, “consistod of eleven 
deaf and dumb married women who 
were keen to take the course. of 
necessity it was hard for the nurse 
in charge as all she sald had to be 
translated into sign language but, this 
was so very quickly -and cleverly 
done by another assistant that the 
whole course of instruction was satis- 
factorily given, and as many of these 
children—yes, in some 
cases quite normal children—these 
young wives received great benefit 
from knowledge wh ihcis so useable 
every day. The blind students were 
even more difficult but requested the 
training and we gave them all that 
we could, They became expert bed- 
makers and seemed to enjoy the 
work. “As for the Chinese women, 
we have never dealt with a more in- 
tellignt group. There were twenty in 
all, so there wag a good representa- 
tion of the sixty-five wives who have 
been brought to the city by husbands 
paying the five hundred dollar head 
tax. They were of good class and 
were never allowed on the streets 
alone so a volunteer brought them all 
to the group in her motor car, also 
their children whom we used for the 
various demonstrations. These wo- 
men were also very keen and all 
finished the course very creditably.” 

Other unique groups organized by 
Miss Goodman included several con- 
sisting of Polish, Ruthenian, Russian 
and German women, many of whom 
could speak no English, but all of | 
|whom, with the able assistance of in-| 
terpreters received the full benefit, 
from the instruction. i 


A Splendid Work | 

Another group of women who are | 
pitifully anxious to receive Home) 
Nursing knowledge are the hard | 
working mothers. who leave their) 
babies in the Nurseries. Although) 
these women come home tired from 
heavy tasks they will give up an evén- | 
ing a week cheerfully in order to get| 
a real insight into the science which 
they see in operation in the cheches 
where they leave their children for 
the day. And seeing is believing. 
Reports show too, that the large in- 
surance companies have become so 
persuaded of the usefulness to all wo- 
men of Home Nursing teaching that 
numbers of them co-operate wit the 
Red Cross by supplying a light sup- 
per and assembly rooms in order that 
thelr office girls may go into the 
classes immediately at the close of 
their day's work.

He 
carried on his oceanographic work 
while he was a politician and diplo- 
mat, He carried it on, too, while as a 
statesman representing the League of 
Nations, he administered the famine 
relief in Russia. 

He is carrying on oceanography ‘still 
and at sixty-seven is about to re-enter 
polar exploration, though on a basis 
entirely different from his pioneer 
work of thirty-five years ago. He is 
doing now nothing that is revolution- 
ary, but instead, everything that auth- 
orities agree is feasible and compara-

Charles F. PD. Helden, 
dlractor of the Boston Pablic Libsars,’ 
told the seeretary of the “Marry BH. 
Newsboys Foundasten in 
Boston that it would ¢ive lim pleas- 
ure to come down and read aiond one 
evening to’ a group. of boys in the | 
Foundation Library. “How ruany will 
be there?’ Mr. Belden inquired, “As 
many s@ you like, from a dozen to 
800,” the secrotary said. “Right hun- 
dred is too many,” sald Mr. Belden. 
“I am not going to make a speech, 
Iam going to read a story. Btories 
are best read to small groups.” 

So, on a certain evening, Mr. Bel- 
den read Conrad's story called 
"Youth" to about 30 hoys. , Later, 
his room at the library, Mr, Belden 
explained what he had In mind in 
reading aloud to the boys himself, and 
arranging for others to do so, too, at 
intervals. Ha is nf tall, spare man, of 
precise speech; his room is small aud 
dusky, whh a long, black tablo act 
diagOualiy on ite scarlet carpet and 
the vaulting in the low ceiling is pick- 
ed out in the turqudise blue that anct- 
ent Egyptian princesses loved. Two 
doots of the room stood open; be 
tween these Mr. Belden walked, back 
and forth, back and forth, leaning 
against the door for a moment when 
he had turnéd, before crossing the 
floor again: 

“! took Conrad’s story,” Mr, Belden 
sald, “because my own four children 
had been happy, hearing it read aloud. 
At the time their ages wore between 
eight and seventeen; I believed the 
ages of the boys at the Foundation, 
might vary. It was a long story to, 
try thm on, but a good one; it shows, - 
that there are beauties iu literature — 
beyond the printed word. One would 
not read it and, thereafter, filad read- 
ing unattractive... .” 

Subsequently Mr, Belden arranged 
for others to take turns at the read- 
ings.

NEW AIR ROUTES 


It seems almost incredible that a re. 
gular air service is to be established be- 
tween England and India, and yet this 
is what is announced for April Ist, 1929. 
On that day if the plans do not miscar- 
ry, an air route will be opened between 
London, England, and Karachi, India 
for mail passengers, and baggage. The 
trip will take six days, while the steam- 
ships take from three to four weeks. The 


. | alr-route is as follows: From London to 


Basle, Switzerland, for the first stage. 
then by night over the Alps to Genoa 
and thence by seaplane to Cairo. From 
Cairo the travellers will fly to Basra. 
Arabia, and from Basra he will trave) 
along the.Persian Gulf to Karachi. Five 
planes will be used in the service at the 
commencement and later there will be 
more planes and twice-a-week schedule 
The planes will carry from ten to tweive 
passengers or, if the planes are loaded 
from: six to eight.. The British Govern- 
ment is to give a sibsidy of $1,675,000 
annually for the operation of this and 
other routes. 


TO VOTE $709,000 
TO AID RESEARCH 


With industry resonating to the ap- 
peal for funds for the purpose of assist- 
ing the Government in establishing a 
research foundation in Ontario, Prem- 
ier Ferguson has intimated that one ot 
the first steps of the foundation will be 
to turn its attention to the need of ag- 
riculture. At the present session of the 
Legislature the House will be asked to 
vote an additional $700,000, for this pur- 
pose. Legislation passed last year and 
which brought the foundation into be- 
ing provided for a contribution of $1,000 
co by the government and a similar a- 
mount of industry. It is the intention 
of the Foundation to turn their immedi- 
ate attention to the successful eradica- 
tion of sow thistle and other farm prob- 
lems. Inyestigation, of an -exhaustive 
nature, will also be made into the des- 
tructive work of the corn borer.

Dear Bir: 

Readers of your paper will be Interest- 
ed in knowing that the Ontario Govern- 
mént, through the Ontario Forestry 
Branch, is continuing its offer of free 
trees for all residents in the Province 
‘who wish to plant up waste areas on 
their farms, or to establish a windbreak 
For some time now this programme has 
been carried on with Increasing interest 
on the part of landowners until last year 
nearly 5,000 persons accepted trees from 
the Government. 

With the steady increase in appli- 
cants the number of trees has necessar- 
fly increased until this year there are 
14,000,000 trees available for the various 
reforestation projects being carried on 
by’ the Forestry Branch. 

In reminding your readers of this 
work it should be made clear that all 
such trees are sent out for the two pur- 
grees! mentioned above and are not in« 
tended for decorative work such as 
Jawn and hedge planting or for ean 
ing along fences.

ress from the nearest Gevernment 
aay which are situated in Norfolk,

SEED VEKIFICATION TESTS 


The verification of the genuineness of 
variety names in the case of cereal grain 
as well as of the degree of purity of 
variety, has come to occupy an impor- 
tant place among the numerous func- 
tions of the Cereal Division of the Do- 
minion Experimental. Farms system 
The need for such determinations has 
become more and more apparent as the 
importance of using “the right sort in 
the right place” has become more fully 
demonstrated. The importance’ of using 
varieties which possess a high degree of 
purity (trueness to name) has also con- 
tributed substantially in bringing about 
an increased interest in this matter. 

Unfortunately many, well {inc"ined 
people, as well as others who appear to 
be less interested in, or less informed re- 
garding the needs of the individual 
farm, advertise varieties which are no‘ 
always worth the price asked for them 
In some cases these “new” varieties are 
new in name, while in others the var- 
feties offered have not been sufficiently 
well tested in comparison with standard 
varieties, to.permit a safe rating to be 
made. 

According to the Dominion Seed Act, 
it is now illegal for anyone to advertise 
or offer for sale any new variety until 
this has been proven officially. It is al- 
so illegal to offer arf old variety under 
a new name. In order to make the law 
effective a system of licensing has been 
inaugurated, which system in turn pla- 
ces the responsibility of making the ne-

Strange World 
After 30 Years 


The world is indeed a strange place, 
to a man who has been removed from 
all contac’ with it for three decades. 
The things he was used to 30 years 
ago, have disappeared. Their place 
ig taken by things he knows not of. 

Such is the fate of Albert Gauthier, 
aged 49, who has just returned to his 
native Montreal, after 30 yeara in a 
United States prison, served as 
punishmert for a crime regarding 
which he still disagrees with the ver- 
dict of society. Like a former fam- 
ous prisoner, “his hair Is gray, but 
not with years ... his frame is bent, 
but not with age,” and the iron of his 
chains has entered into his soul,

Thirty years ago, his father de- 
seMted him and his mother, . Hot- 
headed and indignant, he sold his 
Sunday suit to buy a revolver, made 
his way. ‘to St. Paul,. Minnesota, no 
mean journey 30 years ago, and there 
found his father. He challenged his 
father to return bome and give to his 
mother the cure and protection a wife 
and mother advancing in years was 
entitled to expect of a husband and 
father. His father not only refused, 
but added insult to injury by offering 
the boy a railway ticket back to Mont- 
real, 


The boy’s rage, sniouldering for 
weeks and fed daily by brooding over 
the wrong done the mother he wor- 
shipped, suddenly burst Into flame, 
His fingers found the weapon for 
which he had sacrificed his finest 
wearing apparel, Three shots rang 
out, and Albert Gauthier was a pris- 
oner, arrested a few minutes later on 
the charge. of murdering -his father.

There is no capital punishment In 
Minnesota. Gauthier went to jail for 
life, found guilty of patricide. He 
knew practically no English then, and 
during the weeks vhat he waited for 
trial, and the adys that his trial last- 
ed, he thought his life hung in the 
balance, for he did not know that the 
death penalty bad been abolished in 


Minnesota. 
* 


To-day, after 30 year and two 
weeks of prison life, he speaks Eng: 
lsih fluently, but only beginning to 
learn what life means as the world 
understands it now. 
he speaks with the same detachment, 
as if he were speaking of someone's 
else's act. It was premeditated, he 
says, and therefore it was easy for 
the state to convict him. But he 
does not admit that it@vas unjustified, 

He never saw his mother again. 
The impulsive act by which he 
sought to redress or, failing that, to 
avenge the wrong done to her, de- 
prived her of her last means of sup- 
port, and after struggling for 15 
years to maintain herself, she died 
when only half of his imprisonment 
was over. Speaking of priscn he ad-

Before he went to prison, he was 
a good man at cutting stone window 
sills. When'he left prison he had an 
idea that he should be able to make a 
couple of dollars a day at that work. 

In the world that. he knew, ‘two 
dollars a day was a comfortable liv- 
ing. He has somewhat changed his 
ideas since he has been at liberty, 
but “has not yet nearly become ac- 
elimatised to civilization »# *e now 
finds it. Automobiles, airplanes, 
short skirts, soft white collars, all 
these things are strange, unknown 
mysteries to Albert Gauthier, who Is 
faced with the dual problem of earn- 
ing a living and learning to live, in 
an utterly strange environment. .

Progress of ‘the Diseasé Is Slow, 
Insidious and Chronic 


The Symptoms Described-—How Milk- 
Mortem Appearances—-The Septic 
Tank.

The onset of this contagious and 
Infectious disease of farm animals is 
slow, Insidious and chronic, with no 
Sutward manifestations for some 
time. 

Symptoms of the Disease. 

A short, dry cough, intermittent 

and more noticeable when the resting 


animal is made to rise quickly should 
be regarded with suspicion. A cough 
alone while suapicious is not entirely 
characteria@tic, nor should its absence 
mean that the animal is not tuber- 
cular. The breathing may be quick- 
ened, there may be an unthrifty con- 
dition and chronic diarrhoea. In 
some casea the loss in condition is 
very marked, and the animal recedes 
to a thin hide-bound condition, with 
sunken eyes and rough coat; such 
animals are usually referred to as 
wasters. There may be enlargement 
of the lymphatic glands, such as the 
submaxillary or the prescapular. En- 
largement of any of the lymphatic 
glands should always be considered 
with suspicion. Blight bloating, 
which may be due to enlarged glands 
interfering with the normal function- 
ing of the digestive tract, should be 
regarded as suspicious, since the me- 
senteric glands if badly infected may 
cause irregular action of the. intes- 
tines, with bloating and constipation 
followed by diarrhoea. In cases 
where tuberculosis is affecting the 
bones and joints the animal may 
move with unnatural gait or show 
lameness, 


How Milked Cows Are Affected. 


The mammary glands of milking 
animals is a common seat of tuber- 
cular lesions. Hard areas in the 
glandular substance, painless on pres- 
sure, which may be very small or 
even involve the entire quarter of 
the udder, should be regarded with 
grave suspicion. These painless no- 
dules’ or tumors if present can be felt 
by the most inexperienced. In cases 
where the udder is affected the supra- 
Mammary lymph giands also become 
much enlarged and may be easily felt. 
Post Mortem Appearances. 


The effects produted in the body 
tissues are characterized by the form- 
ation of tubercujes or nodules, which 
in the advanced condition are of a 
yellowish color and cheese-like con- 


sistency. Such nodules may be single 


June, 29) and of small size, or they may be 


quite large and in masses. The 
common seat of tubercular lesions is 
in the following glands: bronchial 
and mediastinal lymph glands, the 
cervical, pre-scapular, pre-pectoral, 
portal, inguinal, sub-lumbar, popli- 
teal and mesenteric glands. The 
lungs and the pleura are also com- 
mon locations for the lesions of tuber- 
culosis, in which they (the lesions) 
appear as hard lumps, easy to see 
and easy to feel. These when cut 
into are found to be cheeselike, and 
contain a thick yellowish pus. 

The “Pearl Disease” Condition. 

When the pleura (covering of the 

lungs and lining membrane of the 
cheat or.thorasic cavity) is affected - 
it presents over its surface clusters 
of small round nodules, pale creamy

organism successfully invades the, 
liver caseous masses and tubercular 
abscesses are formed. These when 
cut open show the characteristic yol- 
low cheesey pus and gritty feeling on 
the passing of the incising knife. 
Where the peritoneum (the lining 
membrane of the abdominal cavity) 
is attacked the “‘pearl disease’’ con- 
dition is characteristic. Lesions in 
the udder, lymph glands, ovaries, kid- 


| neys and spleen resemble the caseous 


masses and abscess formation’ com- 
mon in the liver. The oviduct, the 
uterus, the bones and joints may also 
be affected with tubercular lesions. 
In old standing cases the pericardium 
(sac covering the heart) and the 
heart may be a position of attack by 
this destroying organism, the work of 
which is characterized by its destruc- 
tion of tissue and the formation of 
tubercules.—-L. Stevenson, Director 
of Extension, 0. A. C., Guelph.

This tank holds the 
sewage long enough for a certain kind 
of bacteria to destroy the solid mat- 
ter, When the liquid accumulates to 
‘a certain amount a non-mechanical 
affair called a siphon empties one of 
the chambers into a system of field 
tile, called the absorption bed, laid 
shallow under the ground. Any re 
maining sewage is destroyed in the 
soil by another kind of bacteria that 
live near the top of the ground. In 
this way these friendly bacteria are 
enabled to do a very valuable work 
tor us. Thies is science applied to a 
useful purpose. 

We supply bulletin and blue-print 
to any one wishing to build a septic 
tank. All necessary information ts 
given in these, and by their helpful 
suggestions any handy man can build 
it. Cost for cement, siphon fittings 
ind tile amounts to about $62.

| and fifty million dollars worth of farm 
property is burned every year in the 
U.S. and many were in Canada. 
Seventy-five per cent. of this damage 
is due to carelessness. 

“There are several ways that a 
farmer may protect his property.” No 
argument is needed to support the 
statement that farm buildings can and 
should be protected from lightning by 
good lightning rods, Thirteen and 
one-half per cent. of farm fires |are 
caused by lightning. Nearly as many 
are caused by defective chimneys and 


“Chimneys should be inspected to 
see that they cannot leak sparks thru 
the cracks where mortar may have 
dropped out. Every chimney should 
be lined with fire tile. And when re- 
shingling, or building new, put on @ 
fire-resistant roof. It need not cost a 
fortune to have your own fire-fighting 
apparatus with which to put out fires 
in their early stages. It may cost a 
fortune to lack that equipment.

Prof. ° Longley Pascual 
Marine Life and Scenery 
in the Gulf of Mexico 
Liberties Taken by Fish 


Scientists wearing under-sea hel- 
mets are exploring submarine life in 
the Gulf of Mexico. Carrying cam- 
eras, they proceed leisurely at their 
work of observing and recording fish 
and plant activities. One of these 
explorers, Professor W. H. Longley, 
of the Carnegie Institution of Wash- 
ington, has spent more than 3,000 
hours under water, writes C. Moran 
in “Popular Mechanics Magazine.” 

A stroll on the bottom of the sea is 
a thrilling experience. A small launch 
equipped with air pump and coils of 
rubber hose, is anchcred over a spot 
twenty to thirty feet deep oft Logger- 
head Key, seventy miles west of Key 
West. A short ladder is hung over 
the side. If you reach the last rung, 
before stepping out into water-filled 
space, the hose is attached to a cop- 
per helmet, in the front of which a 
square of plate glass is securely fitted. 

STROLLS ON SEA FLOOR. 


Carefully, John Mills, the engineer, 
lowers the helmet over your head until 
its weight rests firmly upon your 
shoulders. An assitant takes his 
stand, at the air pump. You are told 
to let go, to proceed where you please. 
When your breath clouds the glass, 
Mills warns, tip your head, letting 
the water run insidy the h«ilmet, and 
the glass will clear. Follow the hose 
back to the boat when you wish. to 
return. 

Gently as a feather you come to rest 
on the ocean floor. You may strain 
your ears but will hear no sound, You 
look upward but see no sky. You gaze. 
outward, but even under the most 
favorable .orditions fifty feet marks 
the limit of. your horizon. No sharp 
contrasts of light and shade are to be 
observed, for the all-pervading illum- 
ination -softens every outline and 
angularity and shrouds every object 
in a peculiar haze. 

SEEMS UNLIKE WATER. 

The water, transparent and con- 
stuntly moving as seen from above, 
seems no longer to be water, bat a 
queer encompassing médium witheut 
motion. You are not conscious even 
that it is wet. 
toward a great coral head towering 
beside you. It is beyond the sweep of 
your arm. You attempt to place your 
foot on a bit of jetting coral but miss 
it entirely, Georgonians, a coral-like 
form, and other growths, ankle-high 
when viewed from the boat, strike you 
at waist or shoulder or overtop you 
altogether. - Declivities which seemed 
slight before are often seen to run 
into huge depressions, and some- 
times into real gorges. 

Your movements at sea bottom. are 
like the slow-motion pictu.es.at che 
cinema. The fishes appear suspended 
lightly in their investing fluid, a 
quiver of fin or tail propelling them 
with equal ease in any direction, up 
or down. They exhibit a mild curi- 
osity at the presence of a man, swim 
lazily about you anc idly nose you over. 
Even a dreaded barracuda, the “tiger 
of the sea,” treats the astonished 
stranger with good-natured considera- 
tion; inspects him cast ally, and swims 
slowly away. 

LONGLEY TELLS HIS sTORY. 

Professor Longley, who frequently 
spends four or five hours on the sea 
bottom, gives the following description 
of his experiences: 

“Except when the light is strongest 
and the water itself most free from 
sediment one is denied sight of all but 
the immediate surroundings,.the world 
being resolved into a diminutive hol- 
low hemisphere, pervaded with silence 
and on all sides fading int. nothing- 
ness. One’s narrow field, towever, if 
wisely chosen, may teem with life.

distrust and greed, from under mush- 
roomed heads of coral protrude their 
antennae and wave them frantically 
over proffered food. Hermit crabs 
with heavy shells sit aloft on purple 
sea fans. With their spoon-shaped 
fingers, spider crabs, ensconced in safe 
retreats, rub off the encrusting 
growth of plants and fill themselves 
to repletion. 

“The variety in coloration of fishes 
is an’ unfailing surce of delight. 
Whether one looks down upon them 


through the glassy water or whether | a 


they float into wne’s field of siew 
through the circumambient haze, they 
provoke recurrent expressions of. ad- 
miration. One is thrilled as by the 
beauty of Aladdin’s garden, 

COLORS INDiCATE. HABITS. 

“Particular colors are correlated 
with specific habits, Red, for example, 
is almost wholly restricted to nocturn- 
al fishes which lie hidden by day. The 
greens, on the other hand, character- 
ize such species as live upon the green 
réef flats or swim near the surface in 
open water. 

“Equipped with diving hood, one 
may walk about freely and thus lead 
carnivorous forms from point to point 
by offering them food. It is possible 
under such circemstances to evoke | 
their various color phases at will by 
selecting the spot “° which the crea- 
tures are led, 

“The movements of herbivorous 
forms are not subject to quite such 
definite control, but one may walk up 
to browsing schools of tangs or par- 
jrot fish, follow them about and pro- 
(cure information with little effort. All 
lthe creatures may be photographed 
amid perfectly natural and typical 
surroundings with little difficulty.”

Premier dads Effort to Pre- 
serve Majestic Isolation

A new and vigorous effort is being 
made to preserve the setting and 
surroundings of Stonehenge, that mys- 
terious legacy from early British civi- 
lization, Prominent Britons, ..among 
whom are Premier Stanley Baldwin, 
ex-Premier J, Ramsay MacDonald and 
Lord Grey, fear lost the vicinity of 
the ring o' huge hanging stones take 
on the aspects of a popular ‘holiday 
resort and the monoliths lose théir 
majestic isolation on the Salishbuy 
Plain, -To purchase the land surround 
ing the stones, a fund of about $225, 
000 is being raised and must be made 
up before March 31. 

About ten years ago the Stonehenge 
circle was presented to the nation by 
Sir Cecil Chubb. The land surround 
ing the stones, however, is still pr 
vate property, and there is danger 
lest the erection of unsightly build 
ings on the Plain spoil the setting.

The total area under consideration 
is 1,444 acres, all of which might ba 
called “the Stonehenge skyline.” Op 
tions have been obtained on the plots; 
two of the three have already been 
purchased, and demolition of thelr 
buildings undertaken. There remaing 
one plot of 650 acres to the north of 
Stonehenge. Unless this, too, is Be 
cured, the members of the Stonehenge, 
Protection Committee feel their prev: 
fous work will have been In vain. 
Co-operating in the project are repre 
sentatives of the National Trust, the 
Wiltshire Archaeological Society and 
the Society of Antiquaries, acting with 
the approval of the Office of Works. 

Many theorles have been advanced 
regarding the period and purpose of 
the ring of stones, situated about 
seven miles north of Salisbury in 
Wiltshire, in a bare field containing 
a series of prehistoric barrows of the 
Bronze Age. Nennius believed that 
they were built to commemorate the 
‘treacherous slaying of 400 nobles by, 
Hengest in 472, The stones have been 
thought also to be the remains of a 
Roman temple, Wealth bards had a 
legend that Stonehenge was erected 
by the suocessor of Vortigern, aided 
by the Magician, Merlin, who moved 
the huge stones from Ireland, whither 
they had been brought from Africa by

Other stories relate that Stone — 
henge was a temple of the Drutis 
and a place where human sacrifices 
were made; that-it was a temple to 
the sun; that it was a temple of: the 
Bronze Age 1500-1000 B.C, 

Stonehenge is composed of a series 
of circles of large hanging stones, 
many. of which have long since top 
pled from their places. They* arq 
| located within a circular earthwork - 
| about 200 feet in diameter. The out- 
side circle of stones is about 100 feet 
in diameter, and originally contained, 
it is believed, thirty great monoliths, 
The circle within. consisted of ap 
proximately forty stones. The other 

| circles, of ten and nineteen stones 
respectively, completed the monu-. 
ment. 

The circles were open at one ned, - 
making a great horseshoe, the open 
part facing the sunrise at the sum- 
mer solstice. 


Salisbury Plain is considered one of 


the most important archaeological 
sites. Here 16 also Old Sarum, fort, 
ress of the early Britons, where Ce- 
dric, who founded the West Saxon 
Kingdom in the sixth century, estab- 
lished’ his headquarters.
